On tbe 
IS'-h of October, 1834, Mr. Bowman 
tailed in buiiuaas and mads an aaaign- 
ment to bis brother George F. Bowman, 
for tbe benefit»of his creditors. Hia 
overdraft at this time at tbe O ikland 
Bunk of Savings had been reduced to 
$42,500—to secure which tha bank still 
held the 120 shares of tha Bank of Cali- 
fornia a lock with some other collaterals 
as security. As soon as the bank found 
out that Bowman'was in financial straits 
on the 15th day of October, 18S4, it had 
these share» tram/erred on the books oi 
tbe Bank of California in its own name. 


On the 17th day of October, Brittaa 


learned of Bowman's failure and tie im- 
mediately took steps to recover his 120 
shares of stock. He went to the Bank 
of California an that day and drew down 
a dividend on tho stock, amounting to 


v$300, whicb became pay able on the 14th 
ol October, one day bafore Bowman's 
fai.uie. He then made demand ou tbe 
Oakland Bank of Saving* for the stock. 
The demand not being accompanied 
witu a tender of tbe amount for which 
the stock was held as security against 
the Bowman, indebtadiess, tbe bank 
relused to deliver the stock. Ou the 
13'h of October, Brittan awore to a com- 
plaint before one of the police ja'd^ei 
in San Fraucisca, .charging Bowman 
with having received the stock from 
him as his, Brittan's agent, and with 
having embezzled the same. On the 
20th ol October, Brittan brought an in- 
junction suit against tha Oakland Bank 
of Saving! and tbe Bank of California, 
restraining

corporations /ram 


transferring the stock. Ia this suit be 
also charged Bowman with having re- 
ceived . the stock aa his agent. This 
latter soit was dismissed by Brittan 
without prejudice to another action, in 
June, I8S5. 
In the month of August, 1835, tha 


Oakland Bank of Saying* sold Uia 120 
shares at private sale tor (18,941, and 
credited tbat amouat to the Bowman 
overdraft account, reducing it accord- 
incly. Oa tbe 30th day of October, 
1885, Brittan assigned all of bis claims 
on tbe stock to Frank Allyn, a non- 
resident of the State, aud oa the 7th day 
of NoTembtr, 1885,. Aliyu brought suit 
in the Superior Court in' Ban Francisco 
against the Oakland Bank of Saviags for 
the .value of the ' Bank of California 
ntock; also for attorneys' fees ana! mon- 
eys expanded in pursuit of it, alleging 
that Brittan had himself pledged tbe 
shares witu tha Oakland Bank of Sav- 
ings, treating Bowman as the bank, and 
that he bad paid all enm§ dne to the 
bank (by paying his indebtedness to 
Bowman) and charted the bank with 
anlawfully converting his stock. 
: 
lha Oakland Bank then had for Its 
attorney tbe late Henry Yrooman, and 
tt also employed James C. Martin as 
associate counsel. . .Its first moT» was to 
ask fM • thange of veaue to "Alamtda 
county. >' Mr. Allyn,-a»ii§;n«e of Brlttaa, 
bad employed as hii attorney James L, 
Crittenden, a lawyer of marked ability 
and ingenuity. Mr. Crittenden, fearing

to Alumeda county, had the case trans- 
ferred to tha United State* Circuit 
Court. Mr. Martin, who was really the 
attorney for the Oakland Bank ot Sav- 
ings in this litigation, had associated 
with him Honrv C. McPiks, who was 
then Asuiatant United States Attorney, 
and requested Mr. Mcl'ike to got the 
case out of the United States Circuit 
Court aud back into tit» Btate Court if 
ha could. Mr. JilcPike not only suc- 
ceeded ia tlifs, but also procured the 
tro.nifar of the case to Alamoda county 
and the Superior C'.urt thereof. 


On the 30tb day September, 1887, Mr. 


Allyn (tba ca>e now being again in tbe 
State Court) re-assigned the c«so of ac- 
tion to Brittan, and be was subsequent- 
ly substituted on tha record as the *eal 
plaintiff in tbe action. Bafora tain^re- 
aacrignment to Briitun, i.nd on tbo 31-t 
day of Mny, 1S87, Allyn, through -Mr. 
Critfenden, aa his attorney, filed a claim 
against Bowman'* estate in insolvency, 
in which ba chiimnd that Bowman hud 
tbe stock aa security for moneys advanc- 
ed to Brittan, and on this claim the 
apni^iiao In insolvency of Bowmiin, paid 
$3,000. 
After lha filing of this claim 


Britian brought separate suits against 
Honry Williams, 
JSIosoa Kosenbaum 


and the Bank of Cilifornia, cbarf-ing 
them also with conversion of the etnck, 
growing out of tho <lnal in August, 1SS5, 
by the Oakland Bank of Suviogu. Jolm 
Lord Love, the taon asalgnfie in insol- 
vency of Bowmaa, also brought separ- 
ate actions against the Onklaud B.ink of 
Savings aud throe other p-irtieH sued by 
Brittan. Two ot these aetioni cumo ou 
for trial beforu Judce Slack in San 
Francisco laat fall, and both resulted io 
tbe plaintiffs, L>va and Brittan, being 
non-Huitud. Tliesn actions were againit 
Moses Kosanbaiiin, and the datendunt'a 
attoruuya wero James M. Allen, attor- 
ney for thu Bank oi California, and Mr.

A constitutional coDTentloa has joit 


eonvaned in Uuti under the provisions 
of an enabling act, for the purpose of 
framing the neeaisarr constitution for 
admission into the Union. Utah for 
twenty years bat had a population large 
enough for Statehood, Due or two con- 
stitutions have been framed which pro- 
hibited polygamy, while at the same 
time the Mormon population adhered 
tenaciously to that doctrine.

dred British troops to go ashore and 
tike potteMion of Corlnto. But since 
Nicaragua has declared that place is 
no loDger a port of entry, how ie the 
money to be collected? If goods are not 
entered at the Custom House no duties 
can be paid that*. That teems te be 
the hitch just now. Nothing in theory 
was so easy M io rnn the Custom House 
for a lime, pat the seventy-five thou- 
sand demanded In a sack and square the 
accoust. The whole matter Is compli- 
cated because practically no money u In 
sigbt. 


It Is reported that if the money ie net 


obtained within a certain time the Brit- 
ish will bombard Corinto. A few cheap 
structures might be battered down, 
while the obstinate Nicaragua!* ware 
enjoying the spectacle In the distance. 
There are precedent* for bombardment. 
Some years ago an American warship 
bombarded Greytown.

'The repudiation of a claim for In- 
demnity, providad it is juit, It not a 
good way to sustain credit abroad. E ng- 
land is just now in a position to say to 
Nioaragaa, "If you want justice do jua- 
tice." The moment the former seta foot 
forcibly on any foreign territory the 
•whole civilized world is suspicions' of 
the act, became it hai always been the 
policy of Great Britain to make ai far at 
possible, a temporary oecnpatlon a per- 
manent one.

Statehood for Utah. 


A constitutional convention has just 


convened In Utah under the) proviiions 
o! an enabling: act, for the purpose of 
framing the neoaesarr constitution for 
admission into the Union. Utah for 
twenty years haa had a population Urge 
enough for Statehood, 
One or two con- 


stitutions have been framed which pro- 
hibited polygamy, while at the same 
time the Mormon population adhered 
tenaciously to that doctrine. Bat re- 
cently, there haa been such a radical 
change In the policy of that community 
that polygamy is no longer considered 
ae a threatening evil. Th» oonstitat too 
mast be approved by a popular vote 
and sanctioned by Congress M the 
nocetsary etep» to admitiion. It Is alia 
a favorable 
oircamstnnoa 
that 
the 


diverse olemonts of population have 
been brought much cloier together than 
formerly. 


Utah has led all other Territories in 


the direction of industrial development.

Tbia ia a rainy day in Genoa, and it 


makea me think very much of the setting 
in of winter rains in California. Indeed 
the whole of France -that liee nloug the 
Mediterranean, and BO much of Italy aa wo 
have aeon, remind us BO strongly of our 
own beautiful western coast thai I wonder 
we did not long ago nurne it

Wo ore on route to Florence and are hero 


for « few days only. It takes 'self-control 
to do leaser things when greater ones are 
near iu prospect, and .it is not easy to have 
much enthusiasm oyor those old palaces oE 
the Genoese Dogesa. They are not beauti- 
ful — they iievor were — yet some of them 
are gorgeous and imposing, and help one 
to call np tbot old life so lavish in it* lux- 
uriant coloring, 90 prolific of ornament, so 
splendid in niatiy ways, when Genoa was a 
great maritime" power and the rival ol 
Venice. -But Genoa must have been al 
ways more mercantile and less renued and 
artistic thau the Adriatic Queen. These 
palaCQS are now public property. Nearly 
all of their lower floors are let us shops nucl 
offices. Tlielr magnificent courts and stair- 
ways are lilted with the ruatand confusion 
of modern life. One has to climb to tbo 
third or fourth story to find billons, pal 
lerien and libraries, which remain to ntteat 
the ancient uplondor.

Genoese and Florin tinea were the great 
bankers ol tha world— how haughty they 
were to the grand monarohs who begged 
loans o( them.

How are all things changed. Today their 
gold is at 7 per cent diuconnt, and they are 
delighted to get English and .French gold. 


We loft Paris tho24th and spent ten 


clnye ut Nice. 
When you wrota you 


thought of U9 aa just going to Paris and 
niuleipatiau much from Its many attnic- 
tions. Frankly, I enjoyed 
foris very, 


very little. The Louvro was, of pourso, 
delightful, and none could fall to enjoy tlie 
pictures, but. beyond that Paris imprcsaetl 
mo somewhat as Saa Francisco used to ou 
Saturday afternoon. 
On'o weut out to walk 
on the" boulevards; thoy wore thronged 
with made-up 
women 
or 
fashionable 


women dressed in the height of the mode 
with' inou at whom you aid not dare to 
look. 
Everywhere men were eating and 


drinking and thrusting all their appetites 
»nd passions in your very 
face. And 


presently you were glad to go home and 
loavo it all, only you couldn't do that, lor 
thoughts pursued you— oven dreauna re- 
pented these things. For ray own part 1 
could not get one glimpse' of roul gaiety— 
all that i saw seamed to be the imitation 
kind, such as connects itself with theaters, 
races, garden ealoous or cafes, dancing 
hulls, extravagant dresiing, etc. It was 
'•Vanity Fair," and y.o,u wore not beguiled 
into thinkiug it was thti terrestrial paradise. 
I am sure tuls must be a thoroughly one- 
sided impression, nnd I am open to now 
ones when 1 go bank again. The city itself

weather wasn't very cheerful Sn 
Fans, but still it was only half bad, and

The southern coast oE francs is one sor-

On one of tnese promon- 
tories, 
a few miles east ot Nice, is built 


Monaco, and on the mountain side near 
by, stands Monte Curio with its Casino. 
Here gambling isiaude so highly rospeot- 
able 
that the /most proper maygo'aud 


look on and taste a little further ol tue 
tree of knowledge and evil. 


We stopped at Monte Carlo .for a day, 


and weut iu tho afternoon, and again iu 
the evening to the .Oatino, and 
hung 


around the roulette tables with very lively 
interest. I think A. was disappointed not 
to sue more villains I ' At least she remark- 
ed that these people did not look any 
worse than the average. To me they did. 
There were more women than men, and 
they wore many of them mad* np and 
glittering with jewels.

After Monle Carlo, Mentone was quiet 


uud delightfully innocent. Indesd Men- 
lone wa<) so lull of that idyllic charm 
which belongs to Italy that I oould scarce- 
ly persuade myself that .we ware yeriu 
France. We hud some lovely drives. The 
bills are terraced even lor orchards, and 
the olivo trees which coyer tnem look gray 
nnd venerable with a truly religions light 
under their anadowy branches, which sng- 
getts the cloisters and a peaceful remote- 
ness from the 1'ttvor and passion of life. 
Yet next to them bloom roses, the whole

GZSOA, February 13, 1805. 


This is a rainy day in Genoa, and it 


makes me think very much of the getting 
in of winter rainu in California. Indeed 
the whole of France that lies along the 
Mediterranean, and BO much ol Italy as we 
have seen, remind us so strongly of our 
own beauiltnl western coast tbal I wonder 
we did net long ago name it 
"Our 


Riviera." 
. 


Wo are en route to Florence and are here 


for a few days only. It takes self-control 
to do lesser things when greater ones are 
near in prospect, and .it is not easy to have 
much enthusiasm over thcee old palaces of 
tbo Genoese Dogess. Tfley are not beauti- 
ful—they never were—yet gome of them 
are gorgeous and imposing, and help one 
to call up that old life ao lavish in its lux- 
uriant coloring, so prolific of ornament, so 
splendid in many ways, when Genoa was a 
great maritime power nnti the rival ol 
Venice. Bat Genoa must have been al- 
ways more mercantile and le?s refilled and 
artistic thau the Adriatic Queen. Those 
palaces are now public property. Nearly 
all of their lower fjoors are let as shops null 
offices. Their msuDiticent courts and stair- 
ways are ill led with the rustnud confusion 
of modern life. One has to climb to tbo 
third or fourth story to find talons, gal- 
leries and libraries, which remain to attest 
the ancient uplendor. 


Yesterday we went to a Genoese bank in 


one of these palaces to draw some money. 
I WAS busy thinking of the time when 
Genoese and Florentines were the great 
bankers of the world—how haughty they 
were to the grand monarchs who begged 
loans of them 
How Chaucer came nero 


once on that very errand for Edward III. 
How are'all things changed. Today tlioir 
gold is at 7 per cent discount, and they are 
delighted to get English and French gold. 


We loft Paris tho 24th and spent ten 


days ul Nice. 
Wnen you wrote you 
thought of us a* just going to Paris tinil 
anticipating much from its many attrac- 
tions. Frankly, I enjoyed 
farin very, 
very little. The Louvre was, of course, 
delightful, and none could fall to enjoy tiio 
picture?, but.beyond that Paris impressed 
mo somewhat as San. Francisco used to o;; 
Saturday afternoon. Oho went out to walk 
on tho boulevards; they wore thronged 
with mr.du-up 
women 
or 
fashionable 


women dreaaeJ in tho height of the mode, 
with men at whom you did not dare to 
look. Everywhere men were eating and 
drinking and thrusting all their appetites 
and passions in your very 
face. And 


presently you were glad to go home and 
leave it all, only you couldn't do that, for 
thoughts pursued you—oven dreams re- 
pented these things. For my own part 1 
could not got one glimpse' of roul gaiety- 
all that I atiw seemed to be the Imitation 
kind, such as connects itself with theaters, 
races, garden saloons or cafes, clausing 
halls, extravagant dressing, etc. It was 
"Vanity Fair," and y.o.u wore not beguiled 
into thinking it was the terrestrial paradise. 
I am sure this must be a thoroughly onj- 
eiued iniDrcssion, anil 1 am open to now 
ones whtin 1 go back again. The city itself 
is 
beautiful—its 
outdoor, 
bright 
at- 
mosphere very attractive. 


The 
weather wnsn't very cheerful in 
Pans, but still it was only half bad, and 
we connratuluutl ourselves that it was no 
worse. Nevertheless it was junt gloomy 
enough to make us appreciate Mice. 


A CHARMING SPOT. 


l)ear, beautiful Nice! How charming it 


is—so beautiful in situation, with a moun- 
tain wall behind, and the ravishing blau of 
tho sea stretching away to tho f!si horizon 
in front—und such sunrises and sunsets. 
"Hushing over the aea"—such 
sparkling 


air, such radiant light I Hero is the true 
earthly paradise, if any where. 
There 


were no "sights'' and one could have a 
good conscience doing nothing but walk on 
tho promenade along the sea, drite over 
those perfect roadi, watch the people in 
the park, listen to the muBic, etc., etc. We 
spent ten ideal days and then camo away, 
although 
we wanted to stay on indefi- 


nitely, it wasn't the season, and thera 
were few ot tho thousands of visitors who 
will 
crowd tiie hotels later ou. I hare 
added ''a villa at Nice'1 to tho list of ray 
castles in the air, and when I have it, you 
shall come and have a room looking right 
out on -the sea, and shall make me a long 
Visit. 


The southern coast oE France i» ono sor- 
ics of bold promontories and lovely little 
sheltered buys. On one of these promon- 
tories, 
a tew miles east ot Nlco, is built 


Monaco, and on the mountain side near 
by, stands Monte Curio with its Casino. 
Here gambling tsiuide so highly resneot- 
able 
that tho .-most proper may go'and 
look on and tasto a little further of the 
tree of knowledge and evil. 


We stopped at Monto Carlo for a day, 
and went iu the afternoon, and agaiu in 
the evening to the Calico, and 
hung 


around the roaletta tablai with very lively 
interest. I think A. was disappointed not 
to see more villains 1 At least she remark- 
ed that these peopla did not look any 
worse than theaveruge. I'o me they did. 
There were more women than men, and 
they were many of them mad* up and 
glittering with jewels. The men had for 
the most part, that look of dissipation 
which comes rather from YIOO und excite- 
ment than from drink. I judge they were 
haoitues of the place.. From eleven in the 
morning 'until eleven at night the play 
goes steadily on, in season und out. the 
roulette tables alwav* fall. The thought of 
it haunts me. 
One cannot enjoy the 


beautiful little town nor the very fine or- 
chestra ac the Casino for the knowledge ot 
tho way the money Is made that supnorts 
it all. I suppose we are mercifully spared 
tie 
continual 
consciousness 
of 
the 


sin, the sorrow, the trogady of life, but 
ala 
place 
tike 
Monte 
Carlo, 
one 
is 
drawn 
into 
contact 
with 
a 


hundred currents charged with desire, re- 
morse, guilt, despair, love, hate, revenge, 
ambition, vanity) 
If anyono wants to 


know the human heart, I think he ought 
to study faces around a roulette table at 
Monte Carlo.. He will certainly never for- 
get what he learuu there. 


After Monie Carlo, Mentone was quiet 


and delightfully innocent. Indeed Men- 
tone wa» so lull of that idyllic charm 
which belongs to Italy that I could scarce- 
ly persuade myself that .we were vet. in 
France, We h»d some lovely drivas" The 
hills are terraced even for orchards, and 
the olive trees which coyer them look gray 
and venerable with a truly religious light 
under their shadowy branches, which sng- 
gettu the cloisters and a peaceful remote- 
nee> from the lever and p&sjI6n of life. 
Yet next to them bloom roses, the whole 
year rouud, and palms wave their long
